A new process of cleaning the bottoms 


of iron vessels has beeri-'exhibited in New 
York, on board the Dutch brig Henrietta 
(iron). The apparatus 'consists of seven 
blocks, each formed of three pieces of cork 
wood and one of white wood firmly .baited 
together. On the piece of white wood are 
fastened nine knives or 6crapers,six of which 
lun parallel to the line of the vessel and the 
oilier three at right angles with jt. 
A 


rope passes" through the blocks. . When 
all was ready for the operation, the blocks 
were, cast overboard, and the rope attached 
wan passed around the bow and under- 
neath the vessel, and by hauling' on::the 
rope a! each end a large quantity of dirt 
was brought off the motion of the. scrapers 
bacVwarn and forward. The .apparatus 
was easily worked by five men
